Eighteen persons were injured, 
some seriously, when a great mass 
of earth broke from the towering 
200-foot hillside and smashed into 
th© structure, in which 48 persons 
were believed to have been sleep­ 
ing in eight apartments.

Most of the adults in the apart­ 
ment house were employed in the 
big textile m ill that is the chief in­ 
dustry of the town, on the north­ 
ern bank of the St. Lawrence river. 
The crowd of townsfolk around 
the crushed building made it hard 
to determine just who were miss­ 
ing. 
Some who escai**! from the 
structure and whose fates is not 
known were believed to have join­ 
ed the excited throng 
In the street beside the ruins 
ambulances waited, having return­

When ‘Pa’ Striding Reproduces Famed 


Sullivan-Kilrain Ring Classic

in Ju ly, 1899. and this announcement ought to stir the 
memories of old gentlemen who think that fight was 
the sports epic of the ages. 
Not a great many old gentlemen now living saw 
the fight, to be sure, but they read about it at the 
time arid heard about it second hand and th* na ra­ 
tions were expanded and embellished with the pass­ 
ing of the years until in their minds it got to he 
quit© a large prize tight indeed. 
Almost from infancy our imagination was nurtured 
on tall talcs of that struggle and we grew- up with 
the idea that it must ha\e been something titanic 
until in m aturity we ran into old Bat Masterson and 
he confided to us that it was nothing to get excited 
about. Bat was there 
However, we notice that when we get to telling th© 
younger generation about prize fights like those be­ 
tween Jack Johnson and Jess W illard, and Jack 
Dempsey and Jess W illard, or even Jack Dempsey 
and Gene Tunney, our restrospective review makes 
these incidents much more thrilling than our own 
newspaper accounts written at the time and on th© 
spot. 
The only prize fight that we seldom overdo in our 
recollections of excitement was Hie one between 
Dempsey ami Luis Angel Firpo. “ Tile W ild Bull of the 
Pampas," a strange looking giant out of the Argen­ 
tine, though very likely when we get th*' long whit© 
whiskers we will b*» touching that up too 


'I 'H E Sullivan-Kilrain fight was the last fight in 
A 
this country under tile London prize ring rules, 
which called for bare fist fighting. And when tile-_ 
gladiators could wrestle each other to th* 
grout! 
each fail constituted a round. 
John I, Sullivan was then the big pugilistic figure 
of the land with the greatest personal following and 
certainly the greatest general popularity of any prize 
fighter that ever lived 
When Jim Corbett finally 
licked him for the title in New Orleans in ’92. whole 
families went into mourning, it is said, and loyal 
Sullivanites went to the grave still convinced that it 
was a fluke. 
Americans took their prize fighting even more seri­ 
ously in those days than they do now. though the 
gates were not so large. It seems that prize fighting 
in those days was not so milch a question of what it 
would draw, but which fighter could whip the other. 
W e have h*a*-d a lot of arguments among*the old­ 
timers about Sullivan’s prowess. It is agreed that 
never a man stepped in shoe leather who had more 
personality in and out of the ring, hut some of tile 
old timers say he could not fight much and achieved 
his prodigious fame because he had little competi­ 
tion in those days. 
* 
However, we think a fair estimate of his ability is 
that of a man like Charlie Harvey, who lias managed 
champions and knows what he is talking about. He 
says that for scleral years at least Sullivan was a 
swell boxer and a terrific puncher, and. therefore, by 
prize ring standards, a great fighter. 


T A K E K IL R A IN who fought him at Richburg and 
J 
Who died not so long ago. was not brilliant, but 
a tough fe llo w in his youth and able to stand up 79 
rounds, or 2 hours. IG minutes and 23 seconds against 
the mighty Sullivan. 
"P a ’’ S tribling. who is reproducing the old fight, 
was famous a few years hack in fistic circles as the 
manager of his son, Billy, called Young Strlbling. 
who wa8 a contender for the middleweight, the light* 
heavyweight aud the heavyweight titles in his time. 
He was knocked out in his quest for the heavyweight 
title bv Max Schnieling In Cleveland 
B illy Strlbling was a handsome chap and a tl.tshyl^P 
boxer, but it was the showmanship of his father. a 
former professional acrobat, that made him famous.

There is a large measure of truth in what Mr. Fay 
says, and it is natural that this should be the case. 
Tile President (together with the vice president! is 
th© only official elected by the vote of the whole 
American people. He is therefore in a position to put 
national interests above sectional and local interests. 
He is in a position to use the immense prestige of 
his oifice in behalf of the enactment of new legisla­ 
tion. Surrounded by an army of experts and advisers 
in the administrative departments, he is in a posi­ 
tion to know, as no member of congress can pos­ 
sibly know, what facts and what alternatives ar© 
available with respect to any given problem 
In these circumstances. Presidential leadership is 
natural. It is also thoroughly desirable But this is a 
very different thing from saying that the interests 
of the country are hest served by electing men to 
congress who will willingly abide by "whatever inter­ 
pretation a President may choose to put upon th© 
somewhat elastic pledges in a party platform. 
The 
processes of demon atte government place the re­ 
sponsibility for the enactment .of legislation on th© 
legislature, and not on the executive. And no mem­ 
ber of the legislature really serves his constituency 
or his country well if h© follows a party leader 
blindly when that leader is wrong in his own judg­ 
ment. It cannot he seriously contended that any 
president is always right. Every president has found 
it necessary to correct mistakes To argue that every 
Democrat in congress ought dutifully to follow a 
Democratic president into these mistakes, when they 
can be foreseen, is to argue for a puppet (^ingress 
which a puppet majority bows automatically to til^ P 
w ill of the executive. 
The experience of many years demonstrates the 
hazards of making the personal loyalty to a presi­ 
dent an acid test of party regularity. Parties do not 
prosper in this country as a vehicle for the expres­ 
sion of one leader s opinions, no m atter how deeply 
these opinions may be held or how indispensable 
they may seem to the man who holds them. 
The 
tests of party regularity must be broad enough and 
flexible enough to accommodate some variation of 
opinion, around a central core of political faith, and 
the process of formulating party policy necessarily 
requires give and take.
